HISTORICAL SKETCH 


The Central Congregational Church, called at first the | 


First Congregational Church, was organized on the third day 


of August, 1837, and was composed chiefly of members of the © 


Presbyterian Churches in Derry and Londonderry. 


The first steps were taken in an orderly way and in ac- d 


cordance with accepted ecclesiastical usage, as appears from 

the first words of our church records, which are as follows: 
“July 8, 1837. Several gentlemen from the Presbyterian 

churches of Derry and Londonderry having met for the pur- 


pose of taking measures for the organization of a new church 


in Derry, they proceeded as follows:

That Council meet at Mr. Hildreth’s, with representa- | 


tives from the churches in Derry, Londonderry, Hampstead, - 


Bedford and Windham, and the Rev. Dr. J. H. Church. 


“Forty members of the Derry church, twenty-three mem- 


bers of the Londonderry church, and one from the church in 
Pelham, brought letters dismissing them from their own 
churches and commending them to the new church, and the 


Council voted that it was expedient that such a church be 
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_ formed. There was no evidence of any bitterness of feeling 


_ or any spirit of schism actuating these members in withdraw- 


_ ing from the mother churches. They desired better religious 
ey facilities, a house of worship nearer their homes, and in view 
_ of the growing population of this village they deemed it wise 
_ to organize a new church. Just why they were led to prefer 
_ the Congregational form of church government to the Presby- 


_ terian, to which they had been accustomed, does not appear 


from the records. Probably they judged this form of polity 


would be better adapted to them, as promising greater results 


for the cause of evangelical religion in this place. 
‘A Confession of faith and a Covenant were then adopt- 


: ed by those proposing to constitute the church, and then they 
- proceeded to the meeting house for the public exercises of 
_ Organization. The sermon was by Dr. Church, Fellowship of

This church shall be called the Central Congregational | 
Church of Derry. 


The officers of the church shall be a Pastor, three Deacons, | 
a Clerk, Treasurer, and Church Committee, all of whom 
except the Pastor and Deacons, shall be elected an- 
nually. | 


The term of service for the Deacons shall be ese years, | 
one Deacon to be chosen each year. ; 


It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a record of. all 
business meetings, to record all changes in the mem-_ 
bership of the church, and all baptisms administered, : 
and to embody an account of these and other facts 

that may be of interest pertaining to the history of 
‘the church, in a report to be presented by him at each x 
annual meeting. ; 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and dis- 
burse all moneys belonging to and contributed by the 
church, according to its direction, and to make a full 
report of the same at each annual meeting. 


‘The. Church Coimmittee shall consist of the Pastor and 

_ Deacons and two other members to be chosen annually. 
They shall examine candidates for admission to the 
church and exercise a special supervision over the. 
interests of the church. All members eighteen years.

The ici business meeting, for the election of officers, 
hearing reports, etc., shall be held during the third 
week in January. All members eighteen years of age 
or over are entitled to vote at any business meeting. 


Persons wishing to unite with us by confession of faith, 


when they have been approved by the Committee — 
propounded at leasf one week, may be elected by vote 
of the church, and become members upon publicly 
assenting to the articles of faith and covenant. 


Letters of recommendation from other churches shall be 

- first submitted to the Committee, and on their approval 
the persons bringing them may be caved as members 
by vote of the church. 


Members of the church removing from town, are expected 
promptly to take letters of dismission to other churches. 
If they have failed to do so at the end of a year, they 
should report themselves to the Pastor or Clerk. 


The duty of reproving an erring member’ of the church 


and seeking his restoration devolves first upon the 
member who is cognizant of the offense, and, second, 
when this course shall fail of its desired effect, upon 
the committee, who at their discretion may present 
charges and evidence to the church. All action in such 
cases is to be taken in accordance with the rules of 
Christian watebininess and discipline laid down in 
the Scriptures. © | | P 

No member of the chirch should be absent habitually 
- without sufficient providential reasons, from its com-— 
‘munion and worship. No member should fail to con- 


‘tribute as he may be able to the support of its public é. 


ministrations. Any such continued absence, or failure 
to give, must be regarded as a violation of | the intent .
